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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In spite of the applicant's assertions, Hopcroft 
discloses enabling a user to configure an optimization process and communicate user input identifying an atomic optimization. In column 
2, line 31, Hopcroft states "In the present invention, the different representations are interrelated such that when the user makes a change 
in the user representation, the change is automatically and transparently carried over and reflected in the other representations." Thus, 
even though there is a separate optimization representation in Hopcroft, input from the user goes toward configuring the optimization 
process and the atomic optimizations. The applicant further disputes the citation on column 3, lines 56-57 which deals with the limitation 
"an optimization manager for creating, configuring and applying an optimization process to a scene graph" including an atomic 
optimization. This passage provides for a computer system on which the invention can be practiced. The applicant does not appear to 
have issue with the optimization "manager," but rather with the "user configuration" which has been discussed above. Finally, the 
applicant traverses the combination of Hopcroft with Sowizral, for the same reasons given above . 
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
